2. Background . Some members of JAEIC, STIC, and WSSIC 
subcommittees and working groups are having increasing difficulty 
in obtaining travel funds to attend regularly scheduled meetings 
in Washington. Some members of WSSIC are having the same proble m 
in obtaining funds to attend committee-sponsored 
working parties. And, in our Judgment, the effectiveness of 
committee operations and the quality of the products would be 
enhanced by periodic visits to appropriate facil ities engaged in 
scientific research and development of Weapons ~~ 


3. These committees have never had travel funds of their 
own. Travel has historically been funded by the individual 
member's agency. As travel funds become increasingly scarce, 
different members of the Intelligence Community must give 
different priorities to supporting the DCI's production 
committees. This makes it Increasingly difficult for the 
committees and their w orking groups to perform to their maximum 
effectiveness . 


4. If the committees had their own source of travel funds, 
these problems could be alleviated. Because of the relatively 
small amounts of money required by each committee, it would be 
cost effective to combine' the amounts for all three committees. 
Die combined total should be a line item in the 1984 budget.
